A. S. Farwell, aworn — I mudo a report 
of tho Kootonay district for the govorn- 
ment in 1883, To the beat of my knowl- 
edge the facts therein are accurate. 

Attorney general proposed to call a wit- 
ness to ccintradict evidence given by 
defence aa to tho character I'f Hammiil. 

Objected to by counsel for the defence 
np c.nntradioting his evidence on a coIUt- 
oral isiue. 

N. Veluoweth, recalled, described liam- 
milt's movements from December, 1880, 
ahoffing that only for a short titue in 
June, 1881, was he ever in Colorado. 

Oaptain Wootton, sworn — I know 
two men of the name of Hum- 
mill in Colorado, Thomas Hauunill 
(tbo deceased), and Thnnms G. Hume! 
(the apelling of the names being ditfer 
ent). 

Mr. T. Davie said he thoutiht it was a 
matter for congratulation to all that tho 
case was drawing to a uloao, more, per 
haps, to the prisoner thiin anyone elbB, 
the bension on whose mind during Ihu 
last few days must have been sonibthing 
appalling.i- He maintained thut the wit- 
neises who -had endeavored to prove that 
the deceased was tho man sworn to by 
Hopkirk na having been in Colorado had 
signally bailed in llieir efforts A letter 
of -the prisoner's hud a materii>l 
bearilfg ' upon the case, but the crown 
after perusing it had refused to allow it to 
be put in as evidence. If ho were a jury 
man,, and anything that might tend to 
tbrow'light upon the aubjoot were with- 
held he would rofiue to convict, because 
every' -latitude should bo allowed 
to a man in prisoner's position. 
It had been represented that tiiere was no 
one else who would have a uioiive to kill 
the {Sri^)fer, that there was au enmity on 
the. pfT^fiaS iother's a^inst him. But 
what^.wassaid in a letter written by a man 
named Butts in regard to Hanimill so far 
back an 1882. Speaking of Am, Butts 
had said, "In future I will bo my own 
law and my own court !" Tho revolver 
of Hammiil had a bearing — nobody seem- 
ed to know exactly where th'it pistol 
came from. If he (counsel) suggested sui- 
cide the crown would scout the idea; but 
a verdict rendered only on MonJiiy last in 
this city showed that, no matter how im- 
possible such an idea might have seemed 
a short time before that it was neverthe- 
less a fact that suicidu had been commit- 
ted.- Passing back to his case counsel al- 
luded to the fact thai Hammiil speaking 
to Velribweth had intimated to him that 
he wished to die, and told his hearer to 
keep cool. The dying mmi had never 
said a word to leave one to judge that he 
believed himself to have been mur- 
dered. There had been fearful oases 
of miscarriage of circumstantial evidence 
(instancing several remarkable cases). 
The prosecution had suppreaaod mention 
of tho many Indiana around the acenu of 
the murder. Indiana had been known to 
Icill white men ; was it improbublu that 
they had oommitted ihu crime. Another 
thing, — what had become of llainniiU'a 
money? Could not plunder have been the 
motive of tho crime ? and if it was plun- 
der then certainly — it could not be con- 
nected with the prisoner. The fact was 
that tho witnesaea for tho prosecution in 
their conviction it might be honest con- 
Tiotiop^that the prisoner was guilty were 
tryfng to bond every circumstance in favor 
of their theory. Sproule, so far from ' 
hurrying, had iiaod a trolling lino while 
traveling in iha boat. Alyora' evidence 
of Sprouje's habits was most valuable and 
accounted entirely for the prisoner's con • 
duotj and' if Hammiil had been killed at 
anyl'ticne! during the past ttru years it 
would have been possible to have estab- 
lished just as strong'a chain of circum- 
stantial evidunce aa that brought against 
him. Sproule leaving his I) uu i^oin; up 
]a\ie yyas, pprhapOi a peculiar oircum- 
stauoe, but he bad done exactly the same 
thing tho previous year, and if allowed 
counsel would have sbc^^n in evidence 

v^that Sproule believed there was a trail 
there. As to his not betraying surprise, 
ha was eJipectiug legul trouble from Hani- 
mill about some lutters in regard to which 
he appeared culpable, and as to his say- 
ing nothing it was a way in which every 
careful man would Oa liable to. act. 
As a general rule a crime, or suspicion of 
a crime, would be enquired into upon the 
scene of occurrence. When a caao was 
tried far away a jury labored under great, 
(''iadvantages from not being aware of 
tUe locality and the exact surroundings, 
and maintained that the prisoner 
handicapped. AU lhegirour\^,8tanqo8 of the 
p^<a v/efb drawn frorii men who had 
spolcen throughout in tho light of un- 
concjuerablc prejudice. iN'o medical evi- 
dence upon an uutopay of tho body h:id 
l^een procurable, the case was being tr ied

tl}B'j^ri«(jner wa^. palled upon to explain

.rineibl]r4.ignpraiai. -The boat seen by 
Ijuncaiii has never been accounted for. It 
could not have boon Sproul'a boat, be- 
cause tho time at which Sproulo started 
would have caused him to be far away, 
and another thing, if tliu diacoverera ot 
the deed had suspected it to bo ao they 
would have at once pursued. If ilouae 
were here he could either show that 
Sproule must have been guilty or else 
have established his innocence, for House 
seems to have boon in Snroule's company 
a good deal of tho tiino at which tho 
crime was probably committed. The jury 
should remember that there was no ap- 
peal from their decision. It were bettor 
that the prisoner should escape even if he 
were guilty than that the jury should run 
tho slightest chance of convicting an in- 
nocent man. It was a question of life or 
death — foraaiurely as the jury brought, 
in the priioner guilty ao surely would he 
hang; there waa not a doubt of it. He 
was satisfied that the very weight of pre- 
cedents where circumstantial evidence had 
failed, was suflicient to determine the jury 
not to convict upon such evidence did 
time allow him to (luote more cases. He 
was painfully 'av.aro that while ho had 
done all lie coiilu do, in priacnior'a bo- 
half, that fur more could liiivo boon 
said. A terrible duty was before them to 
decide in thia matter, to bo faiiafied that 
there was no possible shadrnv of a doubt 
ill rendering their verdict. Let the ver- 
dict be the conscie'iitious verdict of each 
of them. Above all, let them each have 
th« courage of their own opiiiiiuis, and let 
it not bo said of prisoner an of Henry Blake 
(in a case quoted), that he was another 
who went to swell the list of the many 
victims of circumstantial evidence. 

Tho attorney-general, in rising to ad- 
drsaa the court and jury alluded first to 
thn spirit of unfairness in which the de- 
fence had apiikon of the prisoner being 
tried in Victoria instead of in tho district 
where the crime had been committed 
There were no facilities there, no niachin- 
•ery of the law for snc!; pu: p;:a8, and if 
there had boon he would have had to have 
been tried by a jury takoii from' amoot; 
the very persons whom tho defunce had 
accused of being prejudiced against him. 
Counsel inthocaBe,too, had had almost un- 
bridled license as to tho admission of oral 
and documentaiy evidence, much of which 
had been wrongly called pvidence, and 
only in one inbianco had the crown re 
fused to consent to a loiter beint; put in 
which it would have been sadly wan ling in its 
duty had it allowed outside issues (such as 
the Ainsworth.s' olaiin to 760,000 acres of 
land) to have been dragged into the case. 
Why, also, waa reference made to agrari- 
an outrages in Ireland? Was it to excite 
sympathy for the prisonor? Ho would 
reply that this waa a free country, not a 
country with an army in it for good gov- 
ernment. Here, life and property had 
bean protected, not by recourse to lynch 
law, and that safety had been preserved 
by petty jurors. Uarniuill had been stig- 
matized as a jackal of the Airiaworths, hia 
very physigiiouiy had been made a matter 
of depreciation, and coming. -^s it did, from 
the prisoner at the bar, what was it 
but the expression of that malignant feel- 
ing which caused his victim's death and 
which still lived in the prisiuiur'a hi "Hal J It 
came with vury bad grace al.io from the 
prisoner to aaper.se the ohar.icter of is man 
whose death he was cliar^''.'d wi;h ca.ising. 
If the te.Ht of circuinsrantial evidenoo waa 
never allowed as sufficient, jurura would 
be told that unless there was an eye-wit- 
ness to a crime they could hot convict 
Admitting there had been miscarriages of 
justice: what were tho jury there for/ He 
coiild tell them aoleinnly that if they con- 
victed aocordini,' to their conscieocea, 
without a nhaduw of doubt in their minds 
as to the prisoner's guilt, and even if that 
verdict was proved by after events to 
have been incorrect, they would still bo 
justified beforg God and man for wliat 
they had done. The teatiinony of tho 
whole of tho crown "vitnoasos had been 
reflected upon, but what motive could they 
ikllihare to come here and give evidence 
agaiiist the prisoner? The defence had 
dwelt upon the probability of homiciue 
on the part of others, then deliberately 
advanced the theory of suicide; but evi- 
dence had ahown that the deceased waa 
found without firearms of any kind. 
Neither waa there the slightest shadow of 
ground to suppose that Indiana had done 
it for tho purpose of robbery. The real 
motive was revenge oil tho part of the 
prisoner, extending ovor months, over 
years, and continuing down to the very 
time when tho homicide occurred. Tho 
sneaker then reviewed those portions of 
the evidence which particularly criminat- 
ed the prisoner, —the threats ho had con- 
tinually used up tu the last — that he 
would "happen around mysteriously and 
disappear in . the same "manner" — 
that ''he would fix hiin and fix 
him plenty." No id'; thr:-."-*? tliPRn 
but prophetic. Tho corroboration 
in tho main of tho time of tho shot also 
tho time of Sproulo'a hurried departure — 
his flushed face and angry look as he 
glanced up the hill side while pushing oil' 
in his boat and working his rifle — the let- 
ter ho had loft addressed to men to whom 
he could as easily have spoken — the sod 
den change of previously announced plana 
— bis having borrowed another man's 
rifle, both to divert suspicion for t\ tune 
and tho lessor report niade by uaincj the 
weapon instead of hia own — the buat seen 
by Duncan tallying as to time and direc- 
li(]n with that seen by tho Indiao.-i and 
also with the theory that Sproulo kiKiwii 
to bo afraid of the weather had put in 
shore until it had moderated— the fact 
that he must have pulled nil night — the 
had landinz he made at a spot where there 
was. no trail and where the country was 
rough in the extreme, — being finally found 
without blankets and l.iatly his manner 
when ordered to drop his weapon and fail- 
ure to enquire or oiuo.fest any desire even 
to know the mil hi o of the charge 
against him, and, fiioilly, his fear of being 
lynched were points which were all 
brouuht out with distinctness, "tie had 
heard some of them whiapering," con- 
tinued tho spea'ser; "what waa passini; in 
this ruan'o ir.indj There is but ono 
hypothpais on the part of the oro-wn, and 
it is n}y duty to bring forward everything 
in support of it. The crown — tho people 
of tho country— do not want tho prison- 
er's life if ho 13 not jjuilly, or if you have 
ths aligh'atit doubt in your ininda of his 
guilt] but if you can say on your con- 
sciences before God and man that you be- 
lieve tt)e prisoner to be guilty of the 



crime, then sooietyr-tKe people, the coun- 
try,— do require that his- life -be forfeited. 
Before, however, you convict him , you 
muiit be satisfied that the' faoits are inca- 
pable of any other hypothesis iKari'tliat 
of tho prisoner's euilt. The circumstances 
in tho casa preclude every other hypothe- 
sis than that tho unfortunate man Ham- 
mill came to hia death at the haiids of the 
prisoner at tho bar. " Do your duty by "the 
Almighty, and by your neighbor as you 
would to yourselves. To' the Almighty 
by recognizing tho juatice of that omnipo- 
tent beint; who has made you 
hia agonta here to determino the guilt 
or tho innocence of thia man, and your 
duty by youraelves conscientiously and 
fearlessly, no matter what the consequences 
may be. Do it with due regard to the 
prisoner — with duo regard to .society, 
aadiyou will givo a— verdiofHrhieh^^^flrilr 
have the appro^■al of that great judge who 
presides at that highest of all tribunals — 
tho Judgment Seat; and you can rest sat- 
isfied in the nieaiitimo that ynu have dis- 
charged your duty faithfully, conscientious- 
ly, and in the intoresta of society, and 
that you have fulSlled the saored-oath 
upon which you swore to try thia case. 

Hia lordship aniituinced ha would re- 
serve his charge to the jury until the ne.xt 
day; and court adjourned at 6 p. m until 
this (Wednesday) morning at 10 o'clock.

TUE PLACE D'ABMES. 

The perfectly reliable information that 
is given in another column from a Mon- 
treal correspondent concerning the erec- 
tion of an extensive system of fortification, 
an arsenal and barracka at or near Esqui- 
mau will sot at rest all speculation as to 
the intentions of the Domii)ion govern- 
mout with regard to the location of Bat- 
tery "Py .and the . school of guuaery. 
Under tha terms of the agreement with 
the Imperial government the government 
of Canada binds itself to garrison and 
maintain the forto and barracks, An ar- 
rangement somewhat similar in terms to 
the above has been made with respect to 
the defences of Halifax. In the diacus- 
sion which was carried on by us for soma 
months with a portion of the mainland 
press wo endoavored to show that the true 
policy of both governments was to fortify 
the entniHCA to the province, meaning 
Victoria and Esquimalt. Tho decision 
which has been arrived at settles the mat- 
ter finally and removes the question from 
the plane of further jnurnalistio discup. 
sion. The Marquis of Lanadowne, at tha 
Yiotoria banquet, declared in a very em- 
phatic manner that this was to be tho 
place d'armen of the British Pacific. Tho 
public will understand that those were 
not idlo words, please to his hearers; but 
were deliberately spoken by one who had 
tho advantai^o uf a close and intimate con- 
nexion with the oQicial correspondence 
that had taken plnco on the subject. The 
later information also sustains the re- 
marks of Sir A. Caron and Sir H. Laiige- 
vin in the house of commons when they 
announced'lhat it was the intention of 
the Dominion, government to establish 
Battery "0" and the school of gunnery at 
or near Esquimalt. ^ ' 

TEE QUEBEC "ORISJS." 

Ttie agitation over the Riel inittor in 
Quebec is dying away. Three of the con- 
setrvativo journals who came out with 
aflidea deno'uncing the government for 
executing the arch rebel are already 
"hr.rking back" and have admitted IVIgr. 
Cameron's ronionstranco and Father 
D'jwd'a sermon in deprecation of the iigi- 
tacion. It is believed by many that tlie 
unholy alliance of grit, rouge and bleu is 
ou its last legs already and as a "national" 
party it is past recjvery. Tho rouge par- 
ty will be greatly strengthened by tho 
agitation and at tho next election may 
carry a majority of the Quebec constitu- 
onciea; but tho efl'oot of a rouge victory 
in Quebec will be disastrous to tho liber- 
als in Ontario where they will loao thous- 
ands of zealous Buppvrtera. The execu- 
tion of Biel was to punish him for his 
numerous crimes. The' government did 
not fake into consideration his race or 
religion. They saw only tho criminal, 
and the country should be proud that it 
posseases a government that is strong 
enough to do right. 



JLaw Was Made for JTfaii. 

To THE Editor; — Sir: May I ask you 
kindly to let me have a few words in your 
paper. November is a groat month to us 
to bo brought before magistrates by 
Bishop Ridley. Now this winter two of 
our principal men are condonmed by 
Judgo'Elliott because they are upholding 
the laws . and rules of our village. By 
these rules and laws of our council we 
have been benefited above all other In- 
dians, oven those living close to stone and 
brick houses in Victoria and otiier towns. 
Tho principle of our rule and law ia this: 
prevention, lor "prevbntion is better 
than cure." Now Judge Elliott is con- 
demning tho rules of our community and 
is trying to make an end of them by put- 
ting our two leading men in prison and 
saying that tho Quoon'a law has put thum 
in prison. Sir, 1 never saw in all my life 
auch a thing as this judge has done. I don't 
know whether the Queen's law or hiniaolf 
condemn our laws, for the Queen's law 
helps the laws of every living thing. The 
laws of tish, beasts and birds are pro- 
tected by Queen's law, and those who 
break these 1 iws or puniahod. Now 
Judge Elliott is trying to put a stop to 
those laws by which we wore benefited 
and ouL children for so many years. Let 
the laws of all the living creatures be 
protected by Queen' s law ai;d lot only 
Metlakahtla be trodden down by an El- 
liott who says that the Queen's law has 
done it. Sir, I am not a wise man yet I 
think Judge Elliott made a law- himself 
beyond the Queen's law by which he con- 
demned John and Daniel. I believe he has 
gone over the law as much as I should do 
if I vroro a judgo. We expect to see 
those who are pUicod in such buaiiiess will 
have judges' heads and not only judges' 
names or salary, so that the Queen's law 
will be carried out.

the petition), stating that the Indiana are 
satisfied with the work which Hon, Judge 
Elliott is doing amongat them. 

We wish to state that said petition does 
not by any means give the true sentiment 
of the Indians and, consequently, should 
have no weight with the government. Tho 
Indians are not at all satisQed with tho 
work which the judgo is doing amongst 
them, as can be plainly seen from the 
fact that such a petition was drawn up 
and circulated in such a manner and at 
^uch a time.

LONDOK, Deo. 8. — Returns received up 
to 3 o'clook this afternoon show that 319 
liborols, 24,5 conservatives iind 73 nation- 
alists hwe been elected. 

Sir William Hardyko, couRorvative 
member of Parliament elect for tlie north- 
west division of Kent, has oliered the 
workingmen on his estates in tha county 
of Kent small holdings at an annual rent- 
al of five shillings. 

Lord Randolpli Churchill haa drafted a 
echomg for Irish homo rule, tho l);ni:j of 
which is reported aa the foriuation i.f fuur 
provincial councils, with a ouiitral counoil 
at Dublin to deal with local legisl.iture 
and taxation, but wjthout power to inter, 
fere with tariffs, police or military admin- 
istration. 

Italy has annexed Massowah with the 
approval of Lord Salisbury. This action 
is due to Rusaian intriguoing in Abysainia 
to acquire territory southward of Alasso- 
wa-h.

— Sonor Caaiular, in 
an interview to-day, admitted that ho was 
not in accord with Zorilla, and declared 
himself opposed to revolution. lie said 
that republicans could await the growth 
of opinion in tho country against the 
regency. The queen was a working wo- 
man, but she was a foreigner. There was 
an abyss between her and the public, lu 
spirit he was a conservative republican 
respecting property, moral order and re- 
ligion. The people could roly upon the 
army headed by Gen. Domincine/.,

Bkrlw, Dec. 8. — Herr Strasborger,' 
president of the municipal council of this 
city, is dead. 

PRANCE. 
Paris, Dec. 7. — The council-general 
department cf the Seine has decided by 
a vote of 34 to S in favor of tho evacua- 
tion of Tonquin.

TURKEY. 

CoNST.VNTiNoPLr, Doc. 7. — A diapatoh 
to tho porto from Prince A!t-.\ander an- 
nounces tlmt the armistice has been pro- 
longed until Febriiap' 30th. Tho porto 
has withdrawn its deuigalea from Roume- 
lia and renounced its intention of sending 
a oonimiasioner to Phillippopulis, and 
asks the powers lo appoint and interna- 
tional commifision .

R. Ourmiohaol, caahior and c,;nhdenlial 
clerk of tho firm. Carmichal left tho 
city on Friday night and ia now in tho 
United States. Various estimatoa of hia 
defalcations have been made, ranging 
between $30,000 and 840,000. Carmi- 
chaol is said to have been leading a very 
fast life lately. 

CoBOURO, Dec. 7- — Nine years ago 
John Knox, a reaidont of this place, de- 
serted his wife and started for tho United 
States. Shortly after tho wife died of a 
broken heart, as alleged, and her three 
brothers, named Gohoen, vowed to kill 
Knox should he over return. Yesterday

]\lo.NTKE.\L, Dec. 3. 

Several months ago the Imperial gov- 
ernment conveyed to the Dominion gov- 
ernment a proposition respecting the 
defences of Halifax : on the Atlantic and 
Esqiiimalt on the Pacific. This proposi- 
tion has been definitely accepted by tho 
Dominion goveriiraont. It comprohenda 
tho improvement and extension of tho 
fortificjtiona and a graving dock at Halifax; 
tho erection of an (trsonal and an exten- 
sive system of fortifications; also, barracks 
at or near Eaquimalt, at Imperial expense. 
As part of the agreement the' Dominion 
government have engaged to establish and 
maintain, at Dominion expense, at or 
near Eiquinialt, a battery of artillery and 
a garrison of soldiers. Itia further atatod, 
although it is not stipulattd, that a fac- 
tory for the manufacture of torpedoes 
will be BBtablithed by the Imperial author- 
ities at Eaquunalt, and that the dockyard 
will be greatly enlarged and extended.

Brit- 
ish Columbia Provincial KuL'imeut of Gar- 
rison Artillery — To bo major command- 
ing, Ciiplain Richard Wolfendeii, R. S.

Thomaa Dupont, who is hereby permitted 
to retire, retaining rank." 

The promotion of Major Wolfendeii is 
one of tho most popular as it is one of the 
most deserved over niaae in the province. 
In this instance, at loaat, it is the iillico 
who haa aought the man and not the man 
the olBco. Major Wolfendeii has been 
connected with the volunteer movement 
ever nince 1864, having received a com- 
mission as ensign in the New Wdstmin- 
stor rifle volunteers in that year. Ou tho 
organization of tho militia in this prov- 
ince he waa grantod a cninmiaaion in No.

On the formation of the 
British Columbia regiment ot' garrison 
artillery in 1883 Major. Wolfenden ac- 
cepted tho adjutancy of the corps and has 
now received the regiment.

Tho steamer Barbara Boacowit'^, Cap- 
tain S. Williams, arrived from I^orl Simp- 
son and way ports yesterday afternoon 
with the following [iasaetrgara: ' Hon. A. 
0. Elliott, Rev. 0. B. Nash and wife, L. 
J. Lewis, Judge Dawne, J. Riley, G. W. 
Terry, Wallace, J. McDowell, Mrs. J. 
Irvine, 3. A. Sponcrr, two Indian prison- 
ers and three Indiana. The following 
landed at Nauaimo: D. H. McNeil, R. 
Cliil', T. Beckenaell, one Indian prisoner 
and two'Indiaas. The freight was 'coin- 
posed of several small shipments of furs 
and skin^, 84 cases of clams from Mr. 
McDowell's cannery at Bella Bella and 
about 28,000 foot of lumber from Rivers 
inlet. 

The Boaeowitz arrived at Port Simpson 
on November 29 th, where it was learned

THE TEASER HAD LEFT 

the morning previous for Tongas. Whilo 
at Port Simpaon tlioy appeared rather 
anxious about the Boscowit^' arrival, and 
though assured by Judge Elliott that tho 
latter steamer could not arrive f<)r some 
days they departed the morning following. 
On the way up to Pott Simpson the 
Teaser called at Alort Bay and its com- 
mander inducdd Mr. Spencer to give wood 
on an order from him on Messrs. Turner, 
Beeton & Oo. 

Deputy Sheriff Cuthbert procured four 
white men and a\x Indians and chartered 
a little schooner belonging to Mr. Hall 
and started for Toncas ttio day after tho 
arrival of the Boaeowitz This p irt ia in 
American waters, and no donlit ihinlcmg 
themaolve.i safe the entire crew was absent 
from the Teaser when Mr. Cuthbert and 
party arrived, so the vessel was 

TAKEN WITUOOT OPPOSITION. 

The enitineor and crew stated that they 
were pleaaed at tho opportunity of re- 
turning, and that they had proceeded 
againat their will. Captain H. Moore 
would not return with the ateamer, so 
Captain W. Madden waa secured to navi 
gate tho steamer to Victoria, and aevorid 
white men engaged to act with tho crow. 
The Tenser waa taking wood at Alort B.iy 
when the Boaeowitz left that point and 
arrived at Nanaimo at 2:45 yeater- 
day. ' She will arrive here early 
this morning. The -Teaser had 
cleared for Petropaulovsky, and although 
there ia a custom hou.so oHicer at Tongas 
no appeal waa made aijainat Mr. Cuthbort 
seizing the vessel in American water.s. 
Poasesaion in this case was apparently 
more than nine points of the law.
